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Yugoslavia 


1, Fifteen important industrial plants in Yugoslavia, currently engaged in 
production for the Five Year Plan, will be converted to war production. 
Conversion will be made in January and duly 1949. The factories to be 
converted in tho first period will produce light arms and ammunition, 
and artillery shells. The other factories will produce spare parts, 
and military vehicles. 


The conversion of these plants would further worsen the economic situae 
tion of Yugoslavia and seriously hamper the Five Year Plan, It is thought 
that the projected conversion aims at making Yugoslavia independent from 
Soviet armament and ammunition.

3.  Rumenian industries are undergoing complete reorganization under the 
control of Soviet experts. At present Rumanian plants can produce artillery 
and infantry ammunition, explosives, mortars, and 76.2 mm field puns of the

4, Following is information on industrial plants in Bulgaria, Rumania, and 
Yugosievias 
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a. Sofia: <A new rubber factory called "Gislaved” was 
astablisned on 1 May 1948; it is located near the Isker 
railroad station, nine kilometers from Sofia, on tha 
Sofia-Plovdiv line. Using Swedish machinery the factory 
produces geloshas, rubber soles, and tires for bicycles, 
motorcycles, and automobiles. 
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b,  Keganlik: Assenbly plant, operating under Sevict 
Gachniciens.

Go Margineanca (near Ploesti): A factory producing fuses, 
anmmmition, and alumimu goods. Employs about 450 
workers, plus 250 military personnel. 


6. Bucharest: (Lemitre suburb): Factory for the produc. 
tion of Yocomotives » railway carriages, cranes. digring 
mechines, ammmnition, agricultural implements, and 
tractors. The ammunition (mostly artillery) is preduced 
at the rate of two freight cars per day. The factory 
employs about 3,000 men, working in three shifts. |
